accident A 51-year-old 
woman died when her car 
rolled over yesterday after¬ 
noon on Highway 374, 
northeast of Sheet Har¬ 
bour. 

Police, paramedics and 
firefighters from several 
fire halls responded to the 
single car crash just after 
2:30 p.m. in Lochaber 
Mines, which is part of Hal¬ 
ifax County, said RCMP 
spokesman Cpl. Joe Taplin. 

The woman was driving 
the car when it crashed. Ta¬ 
plin said she was ejected 
from the vehicle and died 
on the scene. 

“There was a passenger 
in the vehicle ... (who suf¬ 
fered) minor injuries,” he 
added. 

The RCMP later said the 
passenger was a 40-year- 
old woman. Media reports 
indicate the passenger had 
been wearing her seatbelt, 
but the deceased woman 
wasn’t wearing hers when 
the crash occurred. 

Paul Maynard, 

spokesman for Emergency 
Health Services, said one 
ambulance carrying two 
paramedics responded to 
the crash. He said the pas¬ 
senger was taken to a 
Sheet Harbour Hospital 
with injuries that aren’t 
life threatening. 

Taplin said Highway 374 
would remain closed for 
“an extended period of 
time” while traffic recon¬ 
struction analysts try to 
figure out what caused the 
deadly collision. 

Police said they won’t re¬ 
lease the victim’s name un¬ 
til her family is notified.

Tragedy averted 
after boat capsizes 

accident A man and three 
young boys are safe and 
sound after their sailboat 
“tipped over” in a 
Lawrencetown area lake 
yesterday afternoon, a Hal¬ 
ifax Regional Fire and 
Emergency Service 

spokesman said. 

Platoon Chief Bryson 
Wilson said firefighters, 
paramedics and police offi¬ 
cers responded to the po¬ 
tential rescue operation of 
the small crew that had 
fallen off the catamaran at 
about 3 p.m. 

But by the time the fire 
rescue boat reached them 
on the waters near Candy 
Mountain Road, Wilson 
said, the 40-year-old man 
and the three boys, who 
are all around eight or 
nine years old, had already 
“righted the boat.” 

No one was injured 
when the sailboat flipped,

Police officer contradicts his prior account at Hyde inquiry

A Halifax Regional Police 
officer reversed his 
testimony yesterday at the 
Howard Hyde fatality 
inquiry, saying now he did 
copy parts of his notes on 
Hyde’s Tasering. 

Const. Jonathan Edwards 
denied in court Monday 
copying part of his supple¬ 
mental report on the Taser¬ 
ing of Hyde, who ended up 
dying in custody 30 hours 
later. 

This was despite Hyde 
family lawyer Kevin Mac¬ 
Donald showing many pas¬ 
sages of his report that day 
were identical to those a 


colleague had written one 
hour earlier. 

Edwards said Monday he 
hadn’t seen the colleague’s 
report until this week. But 
yesterday he 

changed his mind, 
saying he must 
have copied some 
passages. 

It was the second 
contradiction of Ed¬ 
wards’ unearthed 
yesterday. MacDon¬ 
ald revealed a state¬ 
ment Edwards gave 
to RCMP four days Howard 
after the Tasering 
in which he said Hyde had 
been warned twice he was 
going to be Tasered. Video 
surveillance shows there 
were no such warnings. 


Edwards said he did not 
remember why he would 
have said that in his RCMP 
statement. 

As far as the copying of 
notes, HRP lawyer 
Sandra MacPher- 
son-Duncan insist¬ 
ed there was no 
wrongdoing on 
Edwards’ part be¬ 
cause he only 
copied some sup¬ 
plemental notes 
written at the end 
of his shift and his 
original notes 
were unique. She 
said there are no rules 
against that. 

“There’s no attempt to 
conceal anything because 
there’s nothing improper

in what he did,” she said to 
reporters outside of court. 
“At this point he had now 
been working 10 hours or 
more, probably more. He 
had been involved in a 
traumatic event.” 

But MacDonald said he 
was surprised to hear a dif¬ 
ferent answer from when 
he originally asked about 
the notes Monday. 

“I suppose if he had ac¬ 
knowledged (copying 
notes) in the past there’d 
be no significance to it,” he 
said. 

“But he denied doing 
that. And further ... he ac¬ 
cepted my suggestion that 
it’s important to do your 
own work.”

Long-term care facility opens 

Fifty new beds part of 1,600 to be created in province by 2015-16

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said — at the official open¬ 
ing of Bissett Court in Cole 
Harbour yesterday — that 
he hopes a new long-term 
care facility will help ease 
the lack of long-term care 
beds available to seniors 
in Nova Scotia. 

The new facility owned 
and operated by Shannex 
represents 50 of the 1,600 
new long-term care beds 
the government says they 
will create by 2015-16 
through the Continuing 
Care Strategy, which was 
started by the previous 
government. 

According to the 
province’s Department of 
Health, the average wait 
for a bed in a long-term 
care facility is 154 days in 
Nova Scotia, with that 
problem only expected to 
get worse as the popula¬ 
tion continues to age. 

“This represents the trans¬ 
formation of the system into 
one that really starts to un¬ 
derstand the kind of services 
that are necessary as we 
move to a point in time 
when 25 per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation of our province will 
be over the age of 65,” Dex¬ 


ter told reporters after tour¬ 
ing the facility. 

The residents gathered in 
the front room of Bissett 
Court yesterday to hear 
Dexter and Shannex presi¬ 
dent Joe Shannon speak. A 
couple living at the facility 
cut a white ribbon for its of¬ 
ficial opening. 

The couple later showed 
off, to the premier, their ad- 


joining bedrooms with a 
connecting door. 

Shannon credited Dexter 
with the province’s focus 
on long-term care residents 
and their families. 

“It was Darrell Dexter 
that developed that policy 
and fought for that policy 
year after year,” he told the 
crowd. 

Dexter hopes the facility 


will help more than just the 
people who live there. 

“The reality is that each 
one of these facilities that 
opens has a ripple effect 
right through the commu¬ 
nity,” he said. “It takes 
pressure off of other insti¬ 
tutions, it allows for trans¬ 
fers closer to home; it 
takes the pressure off of 
the hospitals.” 



RCMP identify man found in Eel Lake; death treated as homicide 


investigation The body of 
a man found in Eel Lake in 
Yarmouth County Sunday 
night has been identified 
as 34-year-old Neil Joseph 
Blades. 

Investigators from 
Southwest Nova Major 
Crime Unit and Yarmouth 
Town and County RCMP 


are now confirming the 
man died from unnatural 
causes, and the investiga¬ 
tion is being treated as a 
homicide. 

The RCMP believe this 
was not a random act 
based on an autopsy con¬ 
ducted Monday in Halifax, 
but would not disclose the 


cause of death. It’s been re¬ 
ported Blades is known to 
police. 

Yarmouth County RCMP 
received a 9-1-1 call from a 
passerby Sunday at about 7 
p.m. The body was floating 
in the shallow water of Eel 
Lake in Belleville, Yarm¬ 
outh County.

RCMP seize stolen SUV, firearms 
in marijuana grow-op bust

in a news release. 

Police officers seized 300 
grams of marijuana bud 
and 221 marijuana plants, 
along with “scales and ex¬ 
tensive grow equipment” 
during the search on Fox 
Point Road at 10:20 a.m., 
the release said. 

Police added they also 
found six long rifles, am¬ 
munition and a stolen Nis¬ 
san Pathfinder SUV during 
their search.

attack A moving Halifax 
RCMP vehicle was struck 
by what are believed to be 
rocks early yesterday 
morning in North Preston, 
causing damage to the 
front windshield and 
doors. 

RCMP spokesman Cpl. 
Joe Taplin said an officer 
was on patrol on Upper 
Governor Road near Nel¬ 
son Whynder School when 
his vehicle was struck by 
the objects just after mid¬ 
night. 

Taplin said the car was 
struck three times. One of 
the undetermined objects 
hit the front of the car’s 
windshield, another hit 
the passenger door, and 


another struck the driver’s 
side door. 

Taplin called these ac¬ 
tions “extremely danger¬ 
ous ... especially when our 
officers are patrolling the 
community for their safe¬ 
ty. It is a huge safety issue.” 

Taplin said incidents 
similar to this have oc¬ 
curred before in the North 
Preston area. He said this 
was not an attack upon the 
officer, but the car itself. 
The officer was not in¬ 
jured. 

There are no suspects, 
but police are urging com¬ 
munity members to come 
forth with any information 
they may have.

It’s not technically a trial, 
but the Howard Hyde 
fatality inquiry is looking 
more and more like two 
sides opposing each other. 

There are more than 15 
lawyers involved in the in¬ 
quiry, but two main players 
have come to the fore. 

On one side is Kevin Mac¬ 
Donald, the lawyer repre¬ 
senting Hyde’s sister and 
brother-in-law. MacDonald 
spent much of the last two 
days grilling Halifax Region¬ 
al Police officer Const. 
Jonathan Edwards over the 
scuffle that involved Hyde 
being Tasered. 

MacDonald delved into is¬ 
sues of police threatening 
Hyde, perhaps being too 
quick to use a Taser, and gen¬ 


erally not handling the situa¬ 
tion properly. 

On the other side is HRP 
lawyer Sandra MacPherson- 
Duncan, who had her turn 
to question Edwards yester¬ 
day 

“You’ve had 
a long couple 
of days,” she 
opened. 

MacPher- 
son-Duncan 
yesterday out¬ 
lined the 
ways police 
reacted ap¬ 
propriately.

Victim's friend testifies at soldier's trial 


hearing A military court at 
the Victoria Park garrison 
returned to the scene of the 
shooting of Canadian Forces 
reservist Cpl. Kevin 
Megeney as one of his 
friends took the stand yes¬ 
terday. 

Cpl. Steven Andrews, a 
member of the Princess 
Louise Fusiliers, a reserve 
unit based in Halifax, lived 
in the same tent on the Kan¬ 
dahar Airfield base in 
Afghanistan as Megeney, on 
the opposite side of a ply¬ 
wood partition dividing the 
living quarters of eight men. 


Andrews was in the 
process of locking away his 
weapons and winding down 
for the evening by watching 
an episode of the TV series 
24 on a laptop with other 
soldiers when he heard a 
loud popping sound. 

He said it was followed 
seconds later by screams of, 
‘Oh my God. Oh my God,’ by 
Cpl. Matthew Wilcox on the 
other side of the partitioned 
canvas tent. 

Andrews testified he 
pushed the wall of the tent 
outward to peek around the 
plywood divider. 


“When I peered in I saw 
Cpl. Wilcox by his bunk 
standing there with a 
stunned look on his face. 
When I looked further I 
could see Cpl. Megeney on 
the ground with a gunshot 
wound on his right side.” 

Wilcox, 23, of Glace Bay, a 
member of the 2nd Battal¬ 
ion of the Nova Scotia High¬ 
landers, is on trial facing 
charges of manslaughter, 
criminal negligence causing 
death and negligent per¬ 
formance of duty in the 
death of Megeney, 25, of

Motorcycle Club in April 
2006. 

The trial, now in its 
fourth month, earlier 
heard that M.H. was pres¬ 
ent during the slaughter of 
eight members of the 
Greater Toronto Area Ban¬ 
didos in April 2006 near 
the tiny hamlet of Shed- 


den, near London. 

While M.H. did not testi¬ 
fy about the murders yes¬ 
terday, the former execu¬ 
tive member of the Win¬ 
nipeg Bandidos said that 
most Toronto members 
didn’t want the Winnipeg- 
gers to become full mem¬ 
bers of the club, and pre¬ 
ferred to freeze them in¬ 
definitely at a probation¬ 
ary level.

Record-breaking 
100-plane flight 
ready for takeoff

More than 100 aircraft are 
set to take off together 
from Vancouver this 
Friday in a record- 
breaking voyage to 
commemorate 100 years 
of flight in Canada. 

The small, independent¬ 
ly owned aircraft will de¬ 
part from Boundary Bay 
Airport and touch down at 
30 airports across the na¬ 
tion before landing at Bad- 
declc, N.S., on July 28. 

“We’ve been planning 
this for well over a year,” 
said pilot Anthony Nalli. 

“When you have 250 to 
300 people converging on 
any one small airport, 
there’s going to be a lot of 
logistical things,” said Nal¬ 
li. “Everything from wash¬ 
rooms, to bottles of water 
and to food.” 

Other preparations 
included making sure the 
smaller airports have 
enough fuel to power all 
the aircrafts, and making 
sure air traffic control 
knows that more than 100 
planes will be showing up 
on their radar at once. 


Ontario wind turbine restrictions 
may freeze shovel-ready projects 


energy A majority of “con¬ 
struction ready” wind proj¬ 
ects in Ontario won’t go 
forward if the province 
passes regulations that 
keep wind turbines a mini¬ 
mum distance from resi¬ 
dences, roads and railway 
lines, warns Canada’s wind 
energy association. 

Association president 
Robert Hornung, in a letter 
to Environment Minister 
John Gerretsen, said more 
than three-quarters of 103 
advanced-stage wind proj¬ 
ects will likely be affected 
if the rules are enacted. 

The Canadian Wind En¬ 
ergy Association is con¬ 
cerned about two proposed 
rules, one that would re¬ 
quire turbines to be a mini¬ 
mum of 550 metres away 
from residences, and the 


Citizen watchdog 

• Jane Pepino, a lawyer and 
social activist with citizen 
watchdog Conserve Our Ru¬ 
ral Environment, said the 
proposed minimums are 
appropriate to reduce the 
nuisance and resulting 
stresses that can, for some, 
lead to health problems. 

other requiring turbines to 
be at least 120 metres or 
more away from roads, 
railway lines, and property 
lot lines. 

Both rules were designed 
to satisfy health and safety 
concerns while creating a 
provincial standard that re¬ 
places a patchwork of mu¬ 
nicipal bylaws. Wind tur¬ 
bines emit noise, and some 


residents have complained 
that the massive machines 
are disrupting sleep and 
making people sick. 

After surveying 25 wind 
developers in the province, 
the wind association found 
that hundreds of planned 
turbines would automati¬ 
cally be in breach of the 
new rules, putting dozens 
of projects and billions of 
dollars of investment at 
risk. 

“The end result of these 
two setbacks is that signifi¬ 
cant portions of the 
province will effectively be 
‘sterilized’ from wind ener¬ 
gy development,” wrote 
Hornung, lamenting that 
the rules are arbitrary and 
not based on science or 
good public policy.

It’s no easy task: 

These students are ac¬ 
countable to OLI and to 
themselves to earn every 
bit of success. Once in 
Toronto, they endure daily 
rehearsals with profession¬ 
al dancers, see the sights, 
and meet people from all 
cultures.

Nisga'a at fore of historic legislation 



A historic conversation is 
occurring on a section of 
“Indian country” in north¬ 
western British Columbia. 
Nisga’a First Nations people 
are debating legislation that 
may allow individual Nis¬ 
ga’a to own private land 
they can transfer to 
whomever they wish, Nis¬ 
ga’a or non-Nisga’a. 

The Nisga’a Landholding 
Transition Act would per¬ 
mit individual Nisga’a to 
hold land in transferable 
“fee simple.” Properties 
would be registered and 
protected in the Nisga’a 
Land Title Office. This pro¬ 
posal would create real 
property rights, meaning 
land can be transferred to 


whomever one chooses. 

This would be precedent 
setting since, under the In¬ 
dian Act, on-reserve First 
Nations do not own their 
own land, which is held 
solely by the Crown. 

On reserves, title is nor¬ 
mally provided to individu¬ 
als through certificates of 
possession distributed 
through band council. But 
these certificates are only 
transferable to other band 
members and exist at the 
whim of political leaders. 

But Nisga’a, under their 
modern treaty passed by 
Parliament in 2000, are not 
governed under the Indian 
Act and their new agree¬ 
ment with the government 
placed ownership of Nisga’a 
land with Nisga’a Village 
governments. 

Now, this same govern¬ 
ment proposes to allow in¬ 
dividuals to claim residen-

tial plots. It is a small step, 
as the plots can be no more 
than 0.2 hectares (about 
half an acre), but this will al¬ 
low for wealth creation and 
economic development on 
Nisga’a territory. 

Wealth creation and 
poverty reduction are inti¬ 
mately connected to the in¬ 
stitution of private proper¬ 
ty. Peruvian economist Her¬ 
nando de Soto, a finalist for 
the Nobel Prize, in his land¬ 
mark The Mystery Of Capi¬ 
tal: Why Capitalism Tri¬ 
umphs In The West And 
Fails Everywhere Else, ex¬ 
plained how poor people in 
developing countries were 
literally sitting on their tick¬ 
et out of poverty. They pos¬ 
sessed real estate and assets. 
But governments did not 


provide them with formal 
ownership rights over these 
assets, so poor people could 
not place their land as col¬ 
lateral for business loans. 

To grant individual prop¬ 
erty rights to Nisga’a resi¬ 
dents will allow Nisga’a to 
leverage this land to secure 
credit and start businesses. 

The debate in the Nisga’a 
territory must occur on 
First Nations territories 
everywhere. 

Indigenous Canadians 
need to bring Indian Act 
bands and other indigenous 
communities into a robust 
system where land can be 
easily transferred to individ¬ 
ual First Nations. 

Then a real revolution for 
all indigenous people can 
occur.

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Home sales climb in June 


John Cocomile can't seem 
to walk a few steps before 
his BlackBerry starts to 
buzz. It's another client 
trying to close on a home 
purchase. 

“It’s been like this for 
the last couple months,” 
says Cocomile, a mortgage 
broker and owner of web¬ 
site greedymortgage.com. 
“Real estate agents are nor¬ 
mally on holiday in the 
summer, so eveiyone ex¬ 
pected things to slow 
down. But, good gosh, stuff

is really selling out there.” 

He’s right. Canadian ex¬ 
isting homes sales soared 
in June, up 17.9 per cent 
year over year to 54,416 
units, according to a report 
released yesterday by the 
Canadian Real Estate Asso¬ 
ciation. The national aver¬ 


age sale price also reached 
new heights on a monthly 
basis, climbing 3.6 per cent 
year over to $326,613. 

On a quarterly basis, 
sales in the second quarter 
were up 1.4 per cent, 
marking the first year over 
year increase in such activ¬ 
ity since 2007. 

The numbers beat con¬ 
sensus estimates by ana¬ 
lysts and took some mar¬ 
ket watchers by surprise. 

“Canada’s housing mar¬ 
ket looks to have managed 


the equivalent of the great 
escape from the clutches 
of a lengthy, painful down¬ 
turn,” said BMO economist 
Doug Porter. “The rapid 
fire rebound in Canada’s 
housing market is the 
most astonishing econom¬ 
ic development of 2009.” 

Cocomile says a jump in 
five year mortgage rates in 
June — from 3.79 per cent 
to 4.49 per cent at some 
banks — may also have 
contributed to the boom.

PC sales down globally 
amid business cutbacks 


technology The PC market 
is set to suffer a rare de¬ 
cline this year, while note¬ 
book shipments will sur¬ 
pass desktop sales for the 
first time, a technology re¬ 
search firm forecast. 

Global shipments of PCs 
are on track to drop to 
287.3 million units this 
year, down four per cent 
from 299.2 million units 
last year, said iSuppli 
Corp., based in California. 
It would be the first dive in 
annual PC shipments since 
the tech boom went bust 
in 2001, the firm noted. 

“An annual decline in 


unit shipments is highly 
unusual in the PC market,” 
said iSuppli’s Matthew 
Wilkins in a release. “Tight 
budgets are putting the 
squeeze on corporate IT 
spending,” he said. 

Also behind the slump is 
a sharp drop in sales of 
desktop computers, as con¬ 
sumers increasingly turn 
to smaller, portable note¬ 
books, which includes net- 
books. Desktop PC ship¬ 
ments are expected to fall 
to 124.4 million, down 18 
per cent from 151.9 mil¬ 
lion last year, the firm said.

Europe Scrappage 
incentive programs in 
Western Europe have led 
to 500,000 additional pas¬ 
senger vehicles sold in the 
region from Januaiy 
through May 2009, accord¬ 
ing to recent analysis by R.

While year-over-year 
registrations in Western 
Europe fell 12.6 per cent

Audi TTS a fine work of art 


If God is in the details, 
this is one holy drop-top

For 2009, Audi is offering a 
considerably hotter 
version of its 2.0L TSFI di¬ 
rect-injection turbo-four 
powered TT dubbed the 
TTS. Available in both 
coupe ($57,600) and Road¬ 
ster ($61,900), horsepower 
count jumps from 200 to 
265. and torque sees an in¬ 
crease of 51 Ib.-ft. to 258 
at 2500 r.p.m. 

All TTS are equipped 
with upgraded quattro all¬ 
wheel-drive, a six-speed S- 
Tronic twin-clutch manu- 
matic transmission and S- 
specific tuned adaptive 
magnetic ride suspension. 
Visually, you can spot a 
TTS by its 10mm lowered 
ride height, unique 18” 
wheels, chrome-look mesh 
grill, bi-xenon headlights, 
dual twin tail pipes, alu¬ 
minum-look mirrors and 
black brake calipers. 

There’s no question this 
car is a stunner, and its 
beauty is more than skin 
deep. The 2009 TTS Road¬ 
ster beat out the refreshed 
Mercedes-Benz SLK and

But is it a real sports car? 
My wife and I took our red 
specimen on a two day 
tour of northwest Ontario 
to find out. 

With maximum torque 
arriving at 2500 rpm, the 
TTS can get caught flat-foot¬ 
ed in the lower rev range, 
but once the turbo spools 
up this red rocket truly 
flies. The six-speed S-Tronic 
twin-clutch box is a de¬ 
light. It shifts smoothly on 
its own, but the real fun is 
in using the paddle shifters 
to flick through the gears, 
hearing the rev matching 



on downshifts, and the cute 
little woofs on upshifts. 

Speed is deceptively ef¬ 
fortless in the TTS. On a 
few occasions, after blow¬ 
ing by some slower traffic, 
Ms. Navigator was quick to 
alert me to the fact we 
were well into impound¬ 
ment territory by a quick 
left jab to the right shoul¬ 
der. Thanks dear. 

In this part of Ontario, 
curves in the grid of arrow 
straight country roads are 
about as scarce as two- 
headed sheep, so most of 


the accelerative forces we 
experienced were linear, 
not lateral. 

Which suits the TTS to a 
“T”. Despite its 10-mm low¬ 
ered ride height and 
245/40R18 performance 
tires, Audi’s style icon is 
more of a swift and com¬ 
fortable two-seat tourer 
than a true sports car. Yes, 
it goes, steers and grips 
like crazy, but it’s strange¬ 
ly aloof and uninvolving. 
It’s also let down by some¬ 
what uncommunicative 
steering that is over-assist¬ 


ed at lower speeds. 

Compared to the bench¬ 
mark Porsche Boxster 
(starting at $58,400), it’s not 
quite there. The steering 
lacks the Porsche’s wonder¬ 
fully tactile feel, and the 
chassis, while undeniably 
capable, doesn’t communi¬ 
cate or respond like the 
mid-engined Boxster. 

Get back to the touring 
side of the equation, and 
the TTS excels. The stan¬ 
dard adaptive magnetic ride 
sports suspension serves up 
a pleasant and controlled 


ride, the bolstered sport 
seats proved comfy over the 
long haul, and the $1350 
Bose audio upgrade with 
XM sounded fab. Add in the 
$1500 Enhanced Leather 
Package (fine nappa seats, 
leather cowl, console and 
door pulls), and every as¬ 
pect of this exquisite cabin 
is a visual and tactile de¬ 
light. If God is in the details, 
this is one holy drop-top. 

And as an object of 
rolling fine art, the Audi 
TTS Roadster is unparal¬ 
leled.

Watching what to eat on road

It’s an amino acid 
known to make you feel a 
little drowsy if consumed 
in large quantities — so 
avoid gobbling down multi¬ 
ple double-cheeseburgers 
on the go.

Are there certain 
foods that can 
promote alertness 
and focus on a long trip? 

Nothing substitutes 
for a good night’s 
rest the evening be¬ 
fore. Then, the goal on the 
road should be to maintain 
a normal blood sugar level. 
Foods that have adequate 
amounts of complex carbo¬ 


hydrates and natural sug¬ 
ars are ideal. These include 
nuts and dried fruit, trail- 
mix, granola, fresh fruit, 
whole grain cereals for 
munching, low fat string 
cheese, and veggie slices.

recently tried out the 
new Mercedes-Benz E 
Class Coupe and liked 
it. My butt was particu¬ 
larly impressed. 

That is one fine seat. 

It features a unique 


sculpted shape, beautiful 
leather, lovely cross 
stitching, and 10-way 
power adjustments for po¬ 
sitioning — plus four oth¬ 
er power adjustments to 
make you even more com¬ 
fortable. 

Those extra four dials lo¬ 
cated on the inboard side 
of the front seats can in¬ 
flate and deflate six differ¬ 
ent bladders; there’s one 
set for the side bolsters in 
the seat cushion, another 
set for the side bolsters in 
the lower seat back, and 
two individual ones for 


lumbar. Crank up all the 
bolsters and the seat hugs 
your backside like a body 
suit. The lumbar feature is 
equally powerful; at one 
point it may have adjusted 
my prostate. 

We’ve obviously come a 
long way, from the bench 
seats of yore. 

I’m not suggesting we go 
back to those vinyl won¬ 
ders, but one wonders if 
the most comfortable, ad¬ 
justable chair you get to sit 
in any given day should be 
the one in the 4,000-pound 
device that uses premium 


unleaded? Aren’t we trying 
to get people out of the car 
a little bit? And we wonder 
why people keep choosing 
the drive-thru at Tim Hor¬ 
ton’s, even when it takes 
longer than the walk-in op¬ 
tion. 

The other thing that gets 
me about these infinitely 
adjustable seats, is that you 
spend an inordinate time 
fiddling with the adjust¬ 
ments. With so many set¬ 
tings, you feel that seating 
utopia is suddenly possible, 
so you adjust and adjust 
and adjust... but you never 


get to that place of backside 
enlightenment... it’s just a 
mirage in the desert. 

And when you think 
you’re JUST THERE, you 
make one small adjust¬ 
ment to the recline angle, 
which begets one more 
small adjustment to the 
seat cushion tilt, which 
begets one more small ad¬ 
justment in the lumbar, 
which suddenly makes 
everything ALL WRONG, 
which begets you to gnaw 
the steering wheel. 

This exercise reminds me 
of what you go through 


when a waiter or waitress 
tops up your coffee cup. 
You now have to figure out 
what precise increments of 
sugar and cream to add. 
With no reference point it’s 
all a guessing game — one 
you usually lose. 

But don’t let my seat is¬ 
sues detract from your en¬ 
joyment of the continuing 
evolution of the automo¬ 
tive seat. Please, adjust 
away!

David Connolly has cho¬ 
reographed for TV, 
movies and the stage. 
This spring, he was at 
Halifax’s Neptune 
Theatre directing and 
choreographing a hit run 
of High School Musical, 
and that's where his pas¬ 
sion lies: Live dance. 

“Television and film is 
certainly more far reach¬ 
ing,” he concedes. He cho¬ 
reographed the kids’ TV 
show The Doodlebops, 
which is in six languages 
around the world. “People 
are doing the Wobbly 
Whoopsy all over the 
world because I invented 
the Wobbly Whoopsy. 
When you’re having a re¬ 
ally bad day, you’re like, 
‘Oh, nope. There’s a kid in 
Spain doing the Wobbly 
Whoopsy,”’ he laughs. 


Choreographing on the 
set of Deepa Mehta’s Hol¬ 
lywood/Bollywood one 
winter, he found the 
dancers’ breath was fog¬ 
ging up the camera lens: 


He had them chew ice to 
cool their breath. 

“You get to do it till it’s 
as right as it can be,” he 
says. “The energy ex¬ 
change in live theatre be¬ 


tween what the audience 
is giving and what the ac¬ 
tors are giving is where 
the magic happens. Boy, 
do you ever miss that in 
TV and film.”

Connolly started his ca¬ 
reer acting on Broadway, 
but switched to choreog¬ 
raphy because it gave him 
greater control over his 
career. As a choreogra¬ 
pher he’s “higher on the 
food chain” and the work 
is more stable. 

“I see how very often 
(who gets the acting role) 
has nothing to do with 
talent,” he says. “At a cer¬ 
tain point, there are ten 
people who can play that 
part, so it’s going to factor 
in nothing to do with you 
personally and everything 
to do with how you look 
with him, or where you 
live, or who the musical 
director loves or has 
worked with before. 

“The insecurity (of act¬ 
ing) is probably part of 
what drove me to the oth¬ 
er side. But there’s no 
greater reward for me 


than to make somebody 
laugh or think. That bal¬ 
ances out the insecurity 
of not knowing where the 
next job is.” 

Many fine arts universi¬ 
ty degrees offer choreog¬ 
raphy as part of a dance 
program. You don’t have 
to be a super dancer to 
choreograph: It’s more 
like a football coach 
teaching his star quarter¬ 
back. 

On its website, the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgary’s dance 
program notes dancers 
have historically studied 
with companies. “A uni¬ 
versity fine arts education 
prepares you in a similar 
way,” it says.

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More to the case than just facts

M ost lawyers 
will tell you 
that the out¬ 
come of your 
case is based 
on the facts, the prevail¬ 
ing law, the relative abili¬ 
ties of the lawyers in¬ 
volved and a bit of luck. 
In straightforward em¬ 
ployment law cases, strat¬ 
egy is often overlooked. It 
ought not to be. 

Generally, employers 
are in no hurry to move 
cases along quickly. They 
would much prefer to 
wait and let the employ¬ 
ee’s legal costs accumu¬ 
late and her frustrations 
grow. In typical cases, 


claims can meander 
through the court system 
for years, with inherent 
pre-trial delays, mandato¬ 
ry mediations and few, if 
any, deadlines. 

So how do you win an 
employment law case? 
Here are some of the tips 
that I’ve gleaned from the 
workplace trenches: 

Where possible, proceed 
as a group: It becomes 
much more difficult for 
an employer to ignore 
your claim when it is 
shared by others. Even 
two employees proceed¬ 
ing together will garner 
greater attention from 
your ex-employer, and its 
lawyer, than if you stood 
alone. Especially now, 
with the mass restructur¬ 
ing of Canadian work¬ 
places well underway, sel¬ 
dom should disgruntled 
employees be without any 
partners. 

Address preliminary is¬ 
sues intelligently: The 

strategic advantage that 
specialized counsel offers 
is to argue a lawsuit in 
ways that take the oppos¬ 


ing lawyer, and his client, 
away from their comfort 
zone. In a case that I re¬ 
cently argued, I brought a 
preliminary motion to 
compel the judge to grant 
summary judgment, 
which allowed my client 
to obtain damages long 
before she even suffered 
them. Although the defen¬ 
dant argued that the case 
couldn’t be heard, we suc¬ 
cessfully responded to the 
inference that a full trial 
was required by empha¬ 
sizing the facts that were 
straightforward and 
downplaying those that 
were not. 

Don’t make allegations 
that cannot be support¬ 
ed: Most employment 
lawsuits are riddled with 
hyperbole, as a matter of 
course. Some lawyers be¬ 
lieve that flashy allega¬ 
tions of bad faith, the in¬ 
tentional infliction of 
mental distress and puni¬ 
tive damages add to the 
value of their clients’ 
claims. In my experience, 
the opposite is usually 
true. Not only does the 
case take longer to settle, 


it inevitably will cost you 
more to do so. As well, 
given the risk that the 
judge will award damages 
against you for wasting 
the court’s time, you had 
better be prepared to 
make out your claims — 
or quickly withdraw 
them. 

Choose your lawyer care¬ 
fully: There are no rules 
that limit lawyers without 
much experience in 
employment law from 
professing that they 
practise it on their 
websites and in the media 
— and unfortunately they 
do. The reality is 
that there are few lawyers 
who exclusively practise 
employment law. Most 
just dabble in the area, de¬ 
spite advertising other¬ 
wise. But employment 
law is specialized. Inquire 
what percentage of the 
lawyer’s time is spent 
solely on employment law 
matters — and don’t pay 
for his or her education.

The capital of Lithuania 
and Europe’s oldest 
baroque old town, Vilnius, 
is European Capital of Cul¬

This city already had a 
vibrant arts scene, and 
throughout this year it’s 
even more alive with ex¬ 
citing events from art ex¬ 
hibitions and music festi¬ 
vals to theatre and litera¬ 
ture festivals. 

It’s a stunning town that 
will charm you with its 
cobbled alleyways, cosy 
bars and intriguing combi¬ 
nation of beautifully-pre¬ 
served churches and the 
world’s only statue of psy¬ 
chedelic musician Frank 
Zappa. 

While you’re there, here 
are a few sights and expe¬ 
riences you shouldn’t 
miss:

Paris most 
overrated city 

Faced with a fall in tourist 
numbers due to the finan¬ 
cial crisis and a reputation 
for unfriendliness, the 
Paris tourist board has 
made a simple request to 
the city’s residents: smile. 

Visitors to Paris, the 
world’s most visited city, 
have fallen 17 per cent 
since January compared 
with the same period in 
2008, official figures show. 

To counter the slump 
and boost revenues, the 
tourist board has set up 


stands manned by teams of 
“smile ambassadors” to 
welcome holiday makers 
at the city’s most popular 
spots. 

As if to heed its call, 
hundreds of roller-skaters 
formed a giant smile in 
Place Vendome in the city 
centre on Sunday. “We 
have to work on striking 
and simple images. There’s 
nothing as telling as a 
smile,” said Paul Roll, who 
heads the tourist board. 

In May, a questionnaire 
carried out by travel site 
TripAdvisor found Paris to 
be the most over-rated city 
in Europe, citing its high 
prices and unpleasant resi¬ 
dents. 

Daniel Fasquelle, found¬ 
er of a tourism association, 
said that French from all 
walks of life needed to play

their part. 

“If we want tourism,

The island of Bali in In¬ 
donesia topped the Galapa¬ 
gos to be named best is¬ 
land in the annual poll, in 
which casual and laid-back 
destinations prevailed. 

Magazine readers also 
voted Bushmans Kloof 
Cedar Mountains, in South 
Africa, as the world’s top 
hotel while Singapore Air¬ 
lines grabbed the best air¬ 
line award again. 

Nancy Novogrod, editor- 
in-chief of Travel + Leisure 
said this year’s poll reflect¬ 
ed changing travel inter¬ 
ests in a challenging econ¬ 
omy, with Udaipur, famous 
for its canals and palaces, a 
current tourist favourite 
for well-heeled Western¬ 
ers. 

“Value, intimacy, service, 
and discovery are top pri¬ 
orities. As for that so-last- 
August-sounding word, 


luxury, it’s all about en¬ 
claves that shelter stealth 
wealth,” she said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Novogrod said dramati¬ 
cally sited outposts rang¬ 
ing from Jade Mountain in 
St. Lucia to San Ysidro 
Ranch in California fea¬ 
tured highly this year. 

Value ratings for a num¬ 
ber of top-ranked cities — 
Udaipur, Cape Town, 
Bangkok, Buenos Aires, 
Chiang Mai, and Luang Pra- 
bang — were sky-high 
while other far-flung cities 
also made a strong show¬ 
ing. However, favourites 
such as New York City, Flo¬ 
rence, Rome, and San Fran¬ 
cisco remained in the top 
10 overall.

review If the fanciful 
world of Harry Potter were 
real, any parent who opted 
to send their kids to Hog- 
warts would need to have 
their head examined.

Eaters, paving the way 
once again for the return 
of Lord Voldemort. 

The film looks absolute¬ 
ly spectacular, with hand¬ 
some production design, 
flawless digital effects and 
appropriately bleak, 
washed out cinematogra¬ 
phy. The young cast, espe¬ 
cially Felton and Emma 
Watson, have matured into 
fine, unusually attractive 
screen presences and the 
older cast is first rate. 


But the big issue I have 
with the Potter flicks is 
that they are almost entire¬ 
ly reliant on fans familiari¬ 
ty with the source novels 
and, in being almost scien¬ 
tifically faithful to those 
texts, they never feel like 
fully developed works in 
their own right.

But the competition’s 
newly crowned winner 
said the final challenge 
that propelled her to victo¬ 
ry was the most amazing 
experience of her life. 

“It was like a euphoria, 
with all the lights and 
cheering,” said Winnipeg’s 
Waller in the Toronto Fash¬ 
ion District office of her 
new representation, Elmer 
Olsen Model Management.

Metro Recipe of the Day 


Spicy Crab with 
Chili Mayo 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 green chilli pepper 
1 small green pepper 
1 small red onion 

3 scallions 

4 dressed crabs in their 
shells, to yield 1 lb (500 g) 
crab meat 

3 oz (85 g) ricotta cheese 
Salt and black pepper 

1 1/4 cups (300 ml) French 
mayonnaise 
1 tsp (5 ml) dried chili 
flakes 

4 slices of white bread 

METHOD: 

1. Rinse, dry, deseed and 
finely slice peppers. Halve, 
peel and thinly slice red 
onion. Rinse, dry, trim and 
slice scallions, including 
some of green parts, and 
put all into mixing bowl. 

2. Take crab meat out of 
shells and add to mixing 
bowl with ricotta cheese, 


stirring until well 
combined. Season to taste 
with salt and pepper. 

3. Stir chili flakes into 
mayonnaise and season 
with salt and pepper if 
necessary. Place in serving 
bowl and set aside. 

4. Toast bread, quarter in¬ 
to triangles, and arrange 
on serving platter. Pile 
crab mixture in centre and 
place bowl of chili mayon¬ 
naise on one side. 

5. Let each person help 
themselves to crab 
mixture, spreading on 
toast and topping with 
chili-flavoured 
mayonnaise.
